2, Description of jet planes: 


a. Type I: Similar to a conventional fighter, air intake 
aperture in nose air exit under fuselage; fuselage at 
bottom goitre-like, reinforced from nose to middle of 
fuseluge; nose wheel but no tail wheel; ereyish-green 
coat of paint and two vertical parallei lone red lines 

on front section of fuselage. 


b, Type II: Torypedo-shaged fuselage, swept-back wing, 
relatively largs rucder unit and arrow-shaped smell elevator 
unit; one opening each at front and rear section of fuse- 
lege (covered with red tarpaulins at parked planes). Nose 
and tail wheels glazed cockpit without struts, suspended 
wings. Shining coat of aluminum.
